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1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention .was made. 

Claims 1 and 10 are now rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Taira in view of Shima et al. 

The method carried out by the system of Taira includes a digital television apparatus 
comprising the arrangement shown in Fig. 10. The arrangement includes means 34 for receiving 
from a peripheral device 38, bit-mapped data representative of an on-screen display generated by 
the peripheral device (col. 10 lines 38-47) which obtained data from an input device (e.g. VCR, 
camera, PC, etc.: col. 10 lines 15-24). A digital stream representative of a video program is 
received by element 31, and multi-layering circuit 32 combines, in the digital apparatus, the bit- 
mapped data received from the peripheral device 38 with the digital stream to produce a signal 
representative of a composite displayable image (e.g. Fig. 9). 

Although Taira does not specify that a digital bus is used to communicate the bit-mapped 
data from the peripheral device, he does however disclose requisite connections between it and 
the digital interface 43, and between it and the means 34 for receiving the bit-mapped data, as 
shown in Fig. 10. (Digital interface 43 is in fact an IEEE 1394 interface). In view of the 
connections and data types transferred therebetween it would have been obvious to use any 
suitable multiple data connector, such as a bus, for transferring the bit-mapped data representing 
the various on-screen display data generated as bit-maps by element 38, as is taught by Shima 
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(col. 7 lines 18-21), who also connects various peripheral devices to a display for presentation of 
on-screen display data in bit-mapped form, thereby meeting claims 1 and 10. 

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

3. Claims 2-9 and 11-14 appear allowable over the prior art.
